Apologies for non-attendance were received from 
Mr.T.Eggleston and Borough Councillor B.Scarlett. 


The Minutes of the Parish Council Meeting held on 
8th.December, 1980, having been previously circulated, 
were confirmed as being a true record, and were 
Signed by the Chairman. 


Trent Bus Service and Concessionary Fares. 


The Clerk reported on a telephone conversation with 
the Secretary of the Charnwood Borough Council, 
Mr.BeLongden. Exploratory talks had taken place with 
the Trent Motor Traction Company concerning ~-- 
concessionary bus fares within the Borough of 
Charnwood. However, due to severe cutbacks in grants 
from Central Government, the possibility of introducing 
concessionary fares has been abandoned. 

The meeting agreed to take no further action in this 
matter. 


Planning Application No. 80/3330/2, James Shipstone 


and Sons Ltd. 


A site meeting to discuss this Planning Application 
had been held on /7th.January, 1981, and was attended 
by the following :- 

Representing the Parish Council, Dr.A.M.Evans, 

Miss M.I.Fletcher, Messrs. C.A.Betts, T.Eggleston, 
A.ReHowe, and W.M.Oldham, and attending from the 
Planning Department of the Borough of Charnwood 
Mr.Blitz, and from the County Council Department of 
Planning and Transportation Mr.Perkins. ; 
The Parish Council again stressed their objections to 
the access being direct on to the Melton Road, and 
expressed the wish for the access to be on to Souters | 
Lane. 

Both Mr.Blitz and Mr.Perkins outlined the difficulties 
in making an access on to Souters Lane, and assured 
the Parish Council that the number of houses to be

built on this site would not exceed the number laid 


down by the criteria and which allowed for a direct 


access on to Melton Road. 

Mr.Perkins however, did not agree with the position of 
the access on to Melton Road as shown on the plan, this, 
he said, would not comply with Highway Standards due to 
lack of vision of traffic approaching from the direction 
of the village centre. j 

Mr.Perkins stated that in order to satisfy Highway 
requirements, the access would have to be positioned to 
the West of the position shown on the plan, i.e. nearer 
to the entrance to the existing car park of the Greyhound 
Inn. This would then give a greater distance in which 
to observe oncoming traffic in both the East and West 
directions. | 

Representatives of the Parish Council were in agreement 
with the amended position of the access to the proposed 
residential development, and the site meeting closed 
with the Chairman thanking Mr.Blitz and Mr.Perkins for 
their help and attendance. 


Car Sharing Scheme, Voluntary Lifts. 


The Chairman gave a report on his telephone conversation 
with the Chairman of the Seagrave Parish Council 
concerning the Car Sharing Scheme operating at Seagrave. 
At present there are only two or three people per week 
using it, and they pay 5P per mile if going with a person 
making a regular journey. For a special journey 10P per 
mile is paid per car no matter how many passengers, 
therefore the car owner subsidizes the journey. 
The County Council pays for the telephone calls from the 
Sub-Post Office, (the Sub-Post Mistress operates the 
scheme), up to a maximum of £20. 00 per year. 
The Sub-Post Mistress has a list of all car owners who 
make regular journeys. 
In order to ascertain the possibility of introducing a 
Similar scheme within the Parishes of Burton-on-the-Wolds, 
Cotes and Prestwold, the meeting agreed that a 
questionnaire be circulated to each household in the three 
Parishes asking what journeys are being made by car 
owners, and’ who is in need of transport. 


New Legislation. relating to Rural. Bus Routes, and Bus 
Fares on the Burton to Loughborough section of Barton's 
Melton to Loughborough service. 

A letter had been received from the County Council's 
Director of Planning and Transportation in which the 
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Director informed the Parish Council that Barton 
Transport Limited had successfully applied to have 
fare conditions on road services licences removed. 

' As a result of this Bartons are now able to price i 
their fares at levels to suit Company requirements 

-and local conditions, provided only that they inform 
the Traffic Commissioners of their intentions. 
However, the Director has been informed by the Traffic 
Manager of Barton Transport Limited that where they 
are joint operators on a route such as the one from 
Burton-on-the-Wolds to Loughborough, they will 
continue to co-ordinate their fares with other 


operators. 

The meeting agreed that a letter be sent to Barton 

Transport Limited stating that in the light of their 
_ successful application, the Parish Council would 


_ very much like to see their fares from Burton to 
Loughborough reduced so that there is a more equitable 
relationship with the fares charged from Burton to 
Melton. | 
It was also agreed to inform them that the Parish 
Council is looking into the possibility of arranging 
a car sharing scheme between Burton and Loughborough, 
and Burton and Barrow-upon-Soar, and if this proves 
to be feasable, then the Council may well go ahead 
with the scheme unless some favourable changes can 
be made to the fare structures on the Loughborough 
to Melton route. . 

Mr.Michael Latham, M.P. had asked for a copy of the 
letter from the Director of Planning and Transportation 
and had informed the Parish Council that he would 

await the receipt of this before contemplating further 
action.
